We 
trust  that  his  health  may  long  continue  good  enough  to  enable 
us  to  see  him  often. 

The  School  extends  a  very  hearty  welcome  to  Mrs.  Bar- 
nacle, and  the  sincerest  congratulations  to  Mr.  Barnacle  on 
his  marriage.  The  boys  and  masters  testified  their  good 
wishes  by  presenting  them  with  a  handsome  clock  in  marble 
and  gold  as  a  wedding  present. 

We  also  have  to  welcome  three  new  masters  this  term, 
whose  services  have  been  made  necessary,  not  only  by  the 
retirement  of  Mr.  Bolton,  but  also  by  the  very  large  increase 
in  the  number  of  boys.  Mr.  Tunnicliffe  takes  the  Modern 
Fifth,  Mr.  Grant-Short  the  Upper  Second,  and  Mr.  Clouston 
the  First  Form. 


SCHOOL    NOTES. 

The  number  of  new  boys  this  term,  nearly  eighty,  makes 
it  impossible  in  this  issue  to  give  the  usual  full  list.  The 
School  numbers  this  term  are:  Boarders,  School-house,  97; 
Warden's  House,  53;    Day-boys,  65;    Total,  215. 

The  First  Form  has  gone  back  to  its  old  quarters  in  the 
Warden's  house,  leaving  its  class-room  to  the  Upper  Second. 
The  Modern  Fifth  does  its  work  in  the  Assembly-room,  which 
has  been  specially  fitted  for  commercial  work. 


The  top  floor  of  the  School-house  has  been  fitted  up  as  a 
sick-bay,  with  large  wards,  nurse's  room,  lavatory  and  conva- 
lescent room. 


The  result  of  the  Entrance  exam,  for  the  Royal  Military 
College  of  Canada  showed  that.E.  D.  Ashcroft  passed  sixth  in 
all  Canada,  and  R.  W.  L.  Crawford  26th,  out  of  about  69  can- 
didates.     Both  of  these  are  now  in  residence  at  Kingston.

Of 
those  who  took  a  part  of  the  examination,  R.  Challoner  passed 
in  seven  subjects  ;  Palmer,  A.  Agur,  and  Pryce-Jones  in  six 
subjects;  Sanderson,  Woodward,  Wallis,  Macdonald  and 
Henderson  in  five  subjects.

May  1 8th.     School  vs.  Victoria  Juniors   (Gillespie  Shield).

L.  York  took  five 
wickets  for  31.  Mr.  Barnacle  drove  a  beauty  into  the  drill 
ground  for  six.

Cowichan  batted  first,  but  Finlayson  was  in  good  form, 
and  got  their  first  five  wickets  in  short  order,  three  of  them 
being  caught  by  Air.  Sparks  at  mid-off.  Mr.  W.  H.  Hayward 
made  a  stand  for  the  eighth  wicket,  contributing  21,  the 
innings  closing  for  96.  Wade  took  three  of  the  remaining 
wickets.  The  School  score  was  made  by  two  of  the  team,  Mr. 
Sparks  going  in  first  and  getting  55,  and  Thorsen  for  the 
fourth  wicket  adding  41,  not  out,  with  some  very  fine  off- 
drives.

June  8th.  School  vs.  Oak  Bay  C.C.  2nd  XL 
Won  by  7  wickets. 
This  was  an  easy  win  for  the  boys.  Oak  Bay  were  all 
out  for  56,  of  which  Air.  Forsythe  made  2"/ ',  not  out.  York's 
average  was  remarkable,  seven  wickets  for  20  runs  in  11  overs. 
In  our  innings  Tatlowr  was  the  hero,  scoring  the  first  century 
on  record  in  the  school,  138  not  out.  Galer's  64  was  also  a  fine 
performance,  and  C.  Creery  made  22,  not  out.  The  score  was 
257  for  3  wickets. 

June  12th.     School  and  Masters  vs.  Navy  C.C. 
Won  by  71  runs. 

The  School  bowlers  were  in  fine  fettle  in  this  match,  and 
dismissed  the  Navy  for  78  runs,  of  which  Lieut.  Moore  had  25 
to  his  credit.

June  26th.     School  and  Masters  vs.  Albion   C.C.,  at  Beacon 

Hill.     Drawn. 

This  was  undoubtedly  our  game  on  the  day's  play,  very 
much  like  the  match  of  June  1st  with  the  conditions  reversed. 
We  compiled  100  runs,  Mr.  Sparks  getting  32,  York  20,  and 
Tatlow  25  not  out.  Ismay's  bowling  was  very  effective,  as 
his  average  shows,  seven  wickets  for  17  runs.  The  Albions 
could  not  do  much  with  the  bowling  of  Mr.  Sparks  and  Fin- 
layson,  but  time  was  in  their  favour,  and  the  game  was  called 
with  the  score  at  57  for  nine  wickets,  almost  exactly  the,  same 
as  on  June  1st.      Mr.  Sparks  took  four  wickets  for  25  runs. 

June  28th.     School  vs.  Cowichan  C.C.,  at  Cowichan.     Lost. 

This  match  was  also  a  runaway,  owing  to  a  stronger  team 
being  put  on  by  the  home  club  than  the  schoolboys  had  bar- 
gained for. 

July  10th.     School  vs.  Parents.     Won  by  2  wickets. 

This  was  the  final  match,  played  on  the  last  day  of  the 
term.  While  it  was,  unfortunately,  impossible,  to  bring  a 
team  of  parents  alone,  still  a  most  interesting  and  exciting 
match  was  played.  The  Parents,  captained  by  Mr.  Clayton, 
of  Vancouver,  batted  first,  and  compiled  215  runs.  Mr.  Mar- 
tin made  43,  Mr.  Raymond  41,  Mr.  Ferrie,  33  not  out,  and  Mr. 
Clayton  21  not  out  The  innings  was  declared  with  nine, 
wickets  down.  The  boys  went  in  to  bat  without  much  confi- 
dence in  face  of  the  total  before  them,  but  Wyld  restored  their 


hopes  with  a  well  hit  62.  Thus  encouraged,  the  rest  of  the 
team  played  up  splendidly.  Thorsen  scored  29,  R.  Creery  27 
not  out,  York  25,  Tatlow  20,  and  Finlayson  12.  The  Parents' 
score  was  passed  within  a  few  minutes  of  the  time  for  drawing 
stumps,  and  the  match  closed  with  the  score  at  220  for  nine 
wickets.  K.  Creery,  playing  for  the  Parents,  took  4  wickets 
for  21  runs. 


The  visit  of  the  Australian  cricket  team  to  Victoria  at  the 
end  of  October  was  one  of  the  events  of  the  term,  since  they 
played  a  three  days'  match  on  our  grounds  against  a  team 
representing  British  Columbia,  captained  by  Mr.  Champain. 
Mr.  Sparks  was  also  playing.  Stands  were  erected  for  the 
spectators,  and  on  the  first  day  at  all  events  there  was  a  large 
crowd.  Monday,  28th,  was  dull,  and  so  was  Tuesday,  29th, 
and  there  were  fewer  people.  Of  course,  B.C.  was  badly 
beaten,  but  the  spectators  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  two 
innings  of  Australian  batting,  including  centuries  by  Sid  Greg- 
ory and  Emery.  The  pitch  was  wonderfully  good,  considering 
the  time  of  year,  and  some  very  nice  things  were  said  about 
the  School  in  all  the  papers. 


CRICKET    CHARACTERS. 

H.  R.  Wade. — A  most  useful  all-round  cricketer.  Bowled 
with  good  judgment,  and  developed  a  good  slow  ball.  Played 
some  good  innings,  but  throws  his  weight  wrong  for  the  leg 
glide,  and  fails  to  get  his  right  leg  to  the  ball  for  the  off  drive. 
An  excellent  field,  and  a  keen  and  energetic  captain. 

A.  Wyld. — Seems  to  be  afraid  to  use  his  scoring  strokes 
in  matches.  At  nets  his  driving  was  splendid.  Ought  to  make 
a  splendid  bat  if  he  has  opportunities  of  continuing  the  game. 
Made  an  excellent  field  at  mid-on. 

A.  Thorsen. — A  most  useful  and  plucky  batsman,  often 
making  runs  when  they  were  badly  needed.  His  style  is 
determined  but  ugly.      A  good  field  at  cover  point. 

X.  York. — Started  the  season  with  some  excellent  batting, 
but  fell  off  sadly  through  carelessness  and  not  taking  his 
cricket  seriously.  His  wrist  work  is  good,  but  he  throws  his 
weight  on  the  left  foot  instead  of  the  right  for  his  leg  play.  A 
somewhat  disappointing  field.  Did  some  useful  work  with  the 
ball. 

C.  X.  Galer. — A  most  promising  left-hand  batsman.  His 
chief  fault  lies  in  a  tendency  to  flourish,  which  sometimes  gets 
his  bat  out  of  the  straight.  Should  get  many  runs  next  year, 
as  he  possesses  now  all  the  left-hander's  strokes.  A  nice  field. 
Bowls  with  an  easy  action,  but  his  uncertain  length  up  to  now 
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has  not  made  him  the  danger  that  he  ought  undoubtedly  to  be. 

R.  Finlayson. — Bore  the  brunt  of  the  bowling,  and  bore  it 
excellently  well.  Bowls  left-handed  with  an  easy  action  and 
a  good  deal  of  spin.  Should  become  a  first-class  bowler  when 
he  has  got  his  "faster  one  with  the  arm"  more  accurate.  Per- 
haps inclined  to  bowl  a  little  too  straight.  A  plucky  bat  who 
will  get  a  good  many  runs  before  he  is  through  with  the  game. 
Keen  field,  though  rather  uncertain  in  catching. 

J.  Tatlow. — A  very  promising  bat.  His  style  at  present 
lacks  polish,  but  there  is  no  doubt  of  the  straightness  of  his 
bat,  and  his  foot-work  improves.  Should  pay  more  attention 
to  his  foot-work  in  driving".  Plays  with  plenty  of  power.  As 
a  field  he  is  slow  in  getting  to  the  ball,  but  his  hands  are  very 
safe.  His  bowling  has  more  in  it  than  he  himself  thinks,  but 
as  yet  it  is  behind  his  other  play. 

L.  Ashcroft. — A  powerful  hitter,  but  very  uncertain. 
Uses  his  feet  very  little  to  get  to  the  ball.  A  fair  wicket- 
keep,  and  a  very  keen  cricketer. 

C.  J.  Creery. — A  promising  little  batsman.  Very  inclined 
to  get  his  leg  in  front.  Did  not  have  much  luck.  A  very  good 
field. 

R.  Creery. — Fielded  admirably  at  point.  Has  some  nice 
strokes,  but  seems  destined  always  to  meet  a  real  good  one 
before  he  is  set.  Inclined  to  throw  his  head  up  in  playing 
forward,  which  made  him  a  little  crooked. 

W.  Decker. — Bowls  a  good  steady  length.  A  useful  bat 
and  very  fair  field.  Quite  capable  of  becoming  a  really  useful 
cricketer  in  the  near  future.

The  position  of  Decker's  side  is  all  the  more  creditable 
when  we  remember  that  "Bill"  was  "Hors  de  combat"  after 
the  first  game. 

It  was  not  found  possible  to  arrange  more  than  three 
matches  this  season,  although  it  is  hoped  that  there  will  be 
several  more  in  the  second  half  of  the  season.

Davis  soon  grasped  the  idea  of  half-back  play,  and,  while 
he  never  allowed  his  man  to  be  unmarked,  yet  he  did  not 
forget  to  feed  his  forwards.

A  very  interesting  Field  Day  was  held  on  Monday, 
October  2Tst,  near  Lost  Lake.  A  "blue"  force,  under  Captain 
Dawson  and  Caotain  Decker,  was  endeavouring  to  prevent  a 
"red"  force,  under  Captain  Galer  and  Lieutenant  Tatlow,  from 
cutting  the  V.  &  S.  Railway  between  certain  points.  Captain 
Dawson   posted  his  forces  very  well,  but,  after  a  long  wait, 
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he  found  a  strong-  attack  developing-  on  his  left,  while  his 
scouts  reported  all  clear  on  his  right.  Accordingly,  he  with- 
drew his  right  in  a  northerly  direction,  leaving  only  a  few 
scouts  on  that  flank.

The    Annual    Inspection. 

The  inspection  took  place  this  year  in  two  parts,  the  first 
day  being  so  wet  that  no  outdoor  work  could  be  done.  On 
June  20th,  we  had  the  honour  of  being  inspected  by  Major- 
General  Colin  Mackenzie,  C.B.,  Chief  of  the  Canadian  General 
Staff.  He  was  accompanied  by  his  A.D.C.,  Major  Hopwood, 
and  by  the  Inspector  of  Cadets  (B.C.)  Major  A.  B.  Snow, 
with  Lieutenant  A.  Mulcahy. 

The  battalion  was  drawn  up  in  the  Gymnasium  under 
Captain  and  Adjutant  H.  R.  Wade,  in  the  absence  of  Major 
Rand.     There  were  120  present  out  of  135. 

The  General  inspected  and  then  addressed  the  boys.  He 
said  he  had  heard  a  good  deal  about  them,  and  was  not  dis- 
appointed with  what  he  had  seen.  lie  spoke  of  their  reputa- 
tion for  musketry,  and  congratulated  them  on  being  asked  to 
send  a  team  to  the  National  Exhibition.  He  told  them  how 
important  it  was  for  every  man  to  learn  that  he  had  a 
duty  as  a  citizen — to  do  something  for  his  country  as  well  as 
for  himself — and   this  was  the  best   way  they  could   do  that 
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duty.  He  admired  their  uniform.,  and  praised  the  band.  lie 
was  specially  glad  to  hear  that  they  were  trained  to  use  figure 
and  landscape  targets  in  their  musketry  course. 

Afterwards,  he  had  a  long  talk  with  the  cadet  officers, 
and  expressed  himself  as  highly  pleased  with  their  capabilities. 

Band-Sergeant  York  was  presented  with  the  "John 
Rogers"  Rifle  for  the  best  shot  in  the  battalion. 

On  the  following  Monday,  Major  Snow  again  came  up  lo 
take  the  open-air  part  of  the  inspection,  with  Captain  K 
Moore,  D.S.A.,  and  Lieutenant  H.  R.  Selfe.  He  found  "B" 
Company  in  extended  order  acting  as  a  defending  force,  while 
Wade  and  the  other  two  companies  were  out  of  sight.  On 
the  sound  of  the  bugle,  the  attack  began  to  develop.  It  was 
well  carried  out,  and  the  discipline  was  good,  but  the  flank 
attack  by  "A"  Company  was  a  little  slow  in  developing,  with 
the  result  that  the  decision  was  given  in  favour  of  Captain 
Wyld's    defence. 

Each  company  then  went  through  its  company  drill, 
.  ending  up  with  a  march  past,  which  was  very  well  done, 
"C"  Company  coming  in  for  special  praise.  The  signalling 
section  was  examined  by  Lieutenant  Selfe,  District  Signalling 
Officer,  the  result  being  very  satisfactory — t  mistake  in  send- 
ing, o  mistakes  in   reading  (Morse  flag). 

The  whole  operations  were  carried  out  entirely  by  the 
cadet  officers  without  any  assistance  from  the  instructors. 


CADET  CAMP,   igi2. 

This  was  the  first  Cadet  Camp  ever  held  in  the  province. 
As  the  number  of  actual  cadets  available  was  not  large,  the 
Department  threw  the  cam)  open  to  all  boys,  with  a  separate 
scheme  of  training  from  that  of  the  cadets.  The  result  was 
a  camp  of  75  cadets,  over  400  "boys,"  and  29  instructors. 
About  350  of  the  boys  came  from  Vancouver.  The  camp, 
which  fasted  for  six  days  from  July  nth,  was  in  command 
of  Major  Snow,  with  Lieutenant  Mulcahy  as  Camp  Adjutant. 
Besides  our  company,  which  included  five  officers  and  two 
instructors,  there  were  about  15  of  the  Victoria  High  School 
C.C.,  under  Cadet  Captain  Yuill,  and  six  of  the  newly-formed 
Highland  cadets  of  Vancouver  under  Cadet  Lieutenant  Rowe. 
"The  first  night  was  a  lively  one;  very  few  boys  got  any 
sleep,  and  they  began  to  get  up  about  3  a.m.  They  were  Kept 
hard  at  work  all  Friday  at  drill— we  had  our  share  of  it,  too— 
so  that  the  next  night  thev  all  slept  till  Reveille. 

Every  morning-  we  had  Signalling  from  6.15  to  breakfast, 
as  Lieutenant  Selfe  was  in  camp.  Some  boys  got  quite  pro- 
ficient in  semaphore,  Bright  in  particular,  who  performed  the 
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feat  of  reading  100  letters  in  55  seconds  with  hardly  any  mis- 
takes. 

The  officers  had  to  have  breakfast  after  the  cadets'  mess, 
and  when  they  had  finished,  about  7.45,  the  tents  were  all 
cleaned  up,  and  the  lines  in  order  for  inspection.  Then  there 
was  the  regular  parade  at  9  a.m.  First  day,  company  drill 
and  extended  order.  Second  day,  musketry  at  Clover  Point,  on 
which  occasion  five  of  the  Toronto  team  made  34  out  of  35 
at  100  yards.  Of  the  rest,  Corporal  Inverarity  was  high  man 
with  21  out  of  25.  Third  day,  church  parade.  Fourth  day, 
judging  distance  and  battalion  drill.     Fifth  day,  battalion  drill. 

Dinner  was  at  12.30.  At  2  p.m..,  another  parade.  First 
day,  scouting.  Second  day,  practice  for  church  parade.  Third 
day  was  Sunday.  Fourth  day,  signalling,  with  instruction  in 
setting  the  heliograph.      Fifth  day,  sports. 

After  4  p.m.  passes  could  be  obtained  to  go  down  town 
until  Retreat,  but  the  bulk  of  the  boys  preferred  to  stay  in 
camp  and  have  a  swim.  There  was  a  bathing  piquet  on  duty 
during  the  swimming  hour.  Tea  was  at  5  o'clock,  and  then 
there  was  boxing  and  baseball.  Lieutenant  Watt  was  easily 
the  champion  boxer  of  the  camp,  especially  after  a  bout  with 
one  of  the  orderlies  of  the  hospital,  who  saw  quite  a  lot  of 
stars.     Our  cadets  beat   the  Vancouver  boys   at   baseball. 

All  afternoon  the  camp  boundary  was  patrolled  by  the 
regular  piquet  of  cadets,  whose  chief  business  was  taking 
passes;  they  had  a  guard  tent  at  the  entrance  to  the  cam]), 
where  the  reliefs  sl'eot  at  night.  At  Retreat  (7.30)  the  com- 
pany officers  reported  to  the  adjutant :  "All  present  and  correct, 
sir."  After  Last  Post  the  piquet  had  the  job  of  going  round 
the  lines  keeping  the  larky  ones  in  their  tents,  and  later  on 
of  stopping  all  talking  after  Lights  Out.  This  they  managed 
to  do  verv  well  indeed.  In  fact,  whether  it  was  the  uniform, 
or  the  little  canes  they  carried,  the  boys  admired  the  cadets 
greatly,  and  obeyed  them  like  lambs.  One  or  two  who  tried 
cheeking  them  did  not  do  it  twice.  Generally,  the  piquet 
turned  in  about  tt  p.m.,  but  one  night  there  was  an  alarm 
of  a  stranger  in  the  lines,  and  the  cam))  was  patrolled  by 
double  sentries  all  night.  The  sentries  were  let  off  drill  next 
day,  and  slept  like  logs  all  morning. 

The  Church  parade  was  very  successful,  and  Rev.  T.  R. 
Heneage  gave  the  boys  an  inspiring  address  The  service 
was  held  in  a  shady  place  in  the  woods. 

The  Sports  on  the  fifth  day  were  got  up  by  Mr.  Collisson, 
and  proved  a  great  success. 

Mr.  Heneage  s^ent  a  day  in  town  getting  friends  to  give 
prizes,    and    the    fine    array    he    brought    back    testifies    to    thc- 


interest  taken  in  the  cadets.  Our  boys  did  well  in  the  races, 
especially  Booth  i.  Booth  ii,  Ilodson  and  Holms.  Arbnthnot 
won  the  cadets'  race,  and  Mr.  Collisson  the  Instructors'  race; 
also  the  Victoria  cadets  won  the  relay  race. 

Mr.  Heneage  complimented  the  boys  on  their  excellent 
behaviour  during  the  camp,  and  Major  Snow  thanked  the 
cadets  for  the  help  they  had  given  in  camp  duties  and  dis- 
cipline. 

Mr.  Harvey  and  five  of  the  Toronto  team  had  to  leave 
before  the  sports  in  order  to  be  in  time  for  the  Provincial 
Rifle  meeting  at  Vancouver. 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  one  company  of  Vancouver 
boys  who  had  no  instructor  was  placed  in  charge  of  Cadet 
Major  Wade,  who,  with  the  other  cadet  officers,  drilled  them 
faithfully  every  day,  and  had  them  at  the  end  as  smart  as 
any   company   in    camp. 

Since  this  camp  came  to  an  end,  no  less  than  seven  new 
cadet  corps  have  been  organized  as  a  direct  result  of  the  camp, 
and  next  year  it  is  certain  that  there  will  be  a  very  much 
larger   number   of   cadets   in    uniform. 

The  organization  of  the  camp,  the  sanitation,  and  the 
food  supplied  were  all  excellent,  and  the  boys  went  home  look- 
ins:  as  fit  as  fiddles.

THE   TORONTO   TRIP. 

The  Battalion  had  the  honour  of  being  chosen  to  send 
a  team  to  Toronto  to  represent  British  Columbia  at  the  com- 
petitions at  the  Canadian  National  Exhibition  at  Toronto  in 
August.  Mr.  Harvey  arranged  to  take  the  team  first  to  the 
Ontario  Ritie  meeting  for  the  week  preceding  the  Exhibition. 
The  boys  chosen  were — Captain  Wade,  Lieutenant  Wyld, 
Cadets  Thorsen,  Wallis,  Drewry,  Winch,  Tupper,  Sanderson, 
Creery  i,  Creery  ii,  Wagner,  Watt,  Calvert  and  de  Pencier. 

The  boys  started  from  Vancouver  on  August  12th,  and 
arrived  in  Toronto  five  days  later.  At  the  Long  Branch 
ranges  they  had  a  large  marquee  to  themselves,  where  they 
spent  a  week.  Though  the  team  did  not  win  a  team  prize  in 
the  Cadet  match,  individually  they  did  very  well  indeed,  ten 
of  the  fourteen  winning  one  or  more  prizes  during  the  meeting. 
In  the  Cadet  match,  our  first  team  came  5th.  Out  of  a  possible 
50  points  (5  shots  at  200  and  500  yards),  Wallis  got  47,  Wade 
47,  Tupper  46,  Drewry  45,  Watt  44  and  Winch  42. 

On  August  24th  we  moved  to  the  Exhibition  grounds, 
where  we  were  allotted  lines  between  those  of  Alberta  and 
Ireland.  Every  evening  we  took  part  in  a  Cadet  Tattoo  in 
front  of  the  grand  stand,  often  before  more  than  20,000  people. 
The  Exhibition  committee  gave  us  badges  which  admitted  us 
free,  and  also  were  good  for  free  rides  on  any  street-cars. 
The  weather  was  bad,  in  fact  it  rained  every  day  except  two 
while  we  were  there. 

On  Sunday,  September  1st,  we  were  taken  a  free  trip  to 
Niagara  Falls,   which   lasted  all   day,  and   was   much  enjoyed. 

There  were  three  competitions,  Marching,  Physical  Drill 
and  Shooting.  In  the  first  two  we  were  outclassed,  but  in 
the   shooting  we  did  pretty  well. 

First  there  was  a  team  match,  in  three  stages,  shooting 
at  figure  targets.  We  held  the  second  place  in  two  stages, 
but  fell  to  third  in  the  attack  practice.

Near 
Saanich  Hill,  a  halt  was  made  for  lunch ;  a  neighbouring 
rancher  kindly  contributed  a  bowl  of  apples,  and  a  hungry 
hunter  dropped  in  for  a  cup  of  tea  and  some  soup.  Starting 
again  at  1.30,  Tod  Inlet  was  passed,  and  near  Sluggett's  Post 
Office,  Atkins,  with  his  .22  rifle,  shot  two  birds  at  a  range  of 
at  least  75  yards.  They  turned  out  to  be  woodpeckers — not 
a  very  good  substitute  for  the  Thanksgiving  turkey!  Just 
below  Hagan's,  camp  was  made  in  the  woods  near  a  stream. 
A  lean-to  shelter  was  built,  semi-circular  in  shape,  and  roofed 
with  poles  and  boughs,  with  a  roaring  fire  in  the  centre.  After 
a  good  supper,  all  turned  in  early,  and  told  stories.  A  slight 
rain  came  on,  and  a  few  drips  came  through,  but  the  scouts 
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just  pulled  their  hats  over  their  faces  and  went  to  sleep  again. 
The  fire  was  replenished  during  the  night,  and  though  there 
was  another  shower  about  breakfast-time,  it  was  fine  for  the 
journey  home,  this  time  by  the  east  road.  The  party  reached 
the  School  just  at  the  end  of  the  Australian  cricket  match,  and 
no  one  was  any  the  worse  for  the  experiment. 

Two  local  trophies  have  been  carried  off  by  the  troop  this 
term.

The  second  trophy  was  the  Scott  Swimming  Cup,  which 
we  won  by  il/2  lengths  from  the  Fourth  troop  on  Saturday, 
November  16th.  Our  team  was — Sizer  (Captain),  Halley, 
Hart,  Winslow  and  Ferrie  i.  The  contest  took  place  at  the 
Y.M.C.A.  baths,  and  each  of  the  team  had  to  swim  three 
lengths,  or  sixty  yards.     Three  troops  competed. 

Mr.  Harvey  arranged  a  very  successful  camping  trip  to 
Goldstream  from  Friday,  June  28,  to  Monday,  July  1st.  The 
following  scouts  were  of  the  party — De  Pencier,  Campbell, 
Sizer,  Halley,  Bell-Irving,  Smith,  Challoner,  Ferrie  i,  Ferrie  ii, 
McCrea  and  Watt.  They  were  under  secret  orders  to  get  in 
touch  with  the  two  Vancouver  regiments  marching  from  Cow- 
ichan  to  attack  Victoria,  and  to  report  to  the  headquarters  of 
the  defending  force  at  Col  wood. 

On  Friday  they  camped  in  the  woods  at  Goldstream,  on 
a  bench  between  the  road  and  the  stream,  and  out  of  siglu 
of  both.  Here  they  built  shelters  of  branches,  roofed  with 
skunk-cabbage   leaves. 

On  Saturday  two  cyclists  went  up  the  Malahat  drive  and 
reconnoitred  the  enemy's  camp  at  the  Summit.  The  boys- 
camp  was  visited  by  the  umpires,  including  four  colonels — 
Colonel  VVadmore,  Colonel  Hall,  Colonel  Gunter,  of  Toronto; 
and  Colonel  Paley,  of  Ottawa.  On  Sunday  morning  the  enemy 
marched  into  Goldstream,  namely,  the  Sixth  D.C.O.  Rifles  and 
the  72nd  Highlanders,  about  250  of  each  regiment,  and  to  the 
consternation  of  the  scouts,  camped  about  noon  right  beside 
the  road  near  the  I  lotcl,  cutting  off  all  retreat  on  the  Victoria 
side.  However,  the  umpires  declared  a  truce  until  6  p.m.,  so 
the  scouts  put  a  bold  face  on  it,  came  out  openly,  and  even 
joined  in  the  church  parade  on  the  invitation  of  the  Chaplain

ready,  but  were  prevented  from  starting  by  a  steady  stream 
of  visitors  from  both  regiments,  who  came  down  and  smoked 
cigarettes  by  our  fire,  and  gave  us  a  quantity  of  interesting 
and  wholly  incorrect  information  about  their  movements  next 
day.  Also  the  umpire  looked  in  to  see  if  we  were  still  there. 
Finally,  we  got  away  about  6.30  p.m.,  and  had  a  narrow  escape 
from  a  Highland  sentry  at  the  very  start.  Luckily,  McCrea 
spotted  him  in  time.  We  made  a  long  detour,  but  saw  no 
more  of  them,  and  reached  Cohvood  station  about  8.30.  Here 
we  were  stopped  by  a  sentry  group  of  the  104th,  including  our 
old  friend  Private  J.  E.  Walker.  We  were  marched  to  the 
piquet  commander  and  let  through,  after  which  we  met  Lieu- 
tenant Selfe,  and  made  our  report  to  Colonel  Currie  at  the 
Cohvood  Hotel.  That  night  we  slept  on  the  hotel  verandah, 
got  up  at  4  a.m.,  and  had  breakfast  with  a  company  of  the 
104th,  whose  CO.  was  a  Scoutmaster.  We  spent  most  of  the 
morning  with  an  outpost  of  that  regiment  under  Lieutenant 
Bruce-Powley,  and  finally  came  right  into  the  thickest  of  the 
final  engagement  between  the  Fifth  "Regiment  C.A.  and  the 
Highlanders,  in  which  the  latter  were  worsted. 

We  tramped  all  the  w^ay  home,  and  got  in  about  5  p.m. 
very  tired.  All  enjoyed  the  trip  very  much,  but  resolved  thai 
next  time  we  will  <?o  as  cadets,  and  take  our  proper  share  of 
the  fighting,  as  well  as  the  scouting.
